kerchiefs and thus imparted the genial scent
throughout the room.

Prtbtnt upon tha floor were two band of
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muftio, Hauler's string band for dancing,
and the celebrated brass band of the 9 in
New York Regiment, which was to play daring
the intermission between the dances.
